One  of  the  four  Navy  planes 
lost  was  a Skyhawk,  from  the 
carrier  Ranger,  that  sought  to  sit 
down  at  Da  Nang,  a missile- 
guarded  U.  S. -Vietnamese  Air 
Base  80  miles  south  of  the  bor- 
der. Its  landing  gear  collapsed  and 
some  of  its  unspent  munitions 
exploded.  But  the  pilot  escaped. 
The  crash  temporarily  closed  the 
Da  Nang  runway. 

The  targets  were  described  by 
White  House  Press  Secretary 
George  E,  Reedy  in  Washington 
as  “military  facilities  in  North 
Viet  Nam  used  by  Hanoi  for  the 
training  and  infiltration  of  Viet 
Cong  personnel  into  South  Viet 
Nam.” 


THE  BARRACKS  areas  were 
said  to  contain  training,  supply, 
maintenance  and  other  facilities 
in  addition  to  troop  housing. 

Reedy  said  the  air  attacks  were 
agreed  upon  in  consultation  with 
the  Saigon  government  “in  re- 
sponse to  further  direct  provoca- 
tion by  the  Hanoi  regime.”  He 
cited  the  Qui  Nhon  incident 
among  a series  of  attacks  and 
ambushes  against  American  and 
South  Vietnamese  personnel  in 
a Viet  Cong  offensive  launched 
Monday. 

American  authorities  weren’s 
saying  whether  the  latest  raids 
would  inak  the  end  of  the  retali- 
ation. 

A Pentagon  spokesman,  asked 
whether  additional  reprisal  ac- 
tions were  anticipated  or  in  pro- 
gress, said  “not  to  my  knowl- 
edge.” 

“Obviou.sly  if  we  are,”  he  add- 
ed “we  shouldn’t  be  tipping  our 
hand — and  we  don’t.” 


Jetliner  Reports  Miss 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  — An  in- 
bound jetliner  reported  “A  close 
miss”  with  an  Eastern  Air  Lines 
DC7B  moments  before  the  latter 
plunged  into  the  sea  killing  84 
person,  gov'ernment  investiga- 
tors said  Thursday. 

THE  DISCLOSURE  was  made 
in  an  official  transcript  of  radio 
messages  recorded  by  the  Ken- 
nedy Airport  Control  Tower  Mon- 
day night  at  the  time  of  the 
tragedy. 

At  a news  conference,  Oscar 
Bakke,  Regional  Director  of  the 
Federal  Aviation  Agency,  cau- 
tioned against  drawing  unwar- 
ranted conclusions  from  the  tran- 
script. He  said  it  appeared  from 
a study  of  the  transmission  that 
there  had  ben  no  apparent  danger 
of  collision. 

The  recordings  showed  that  the 
doomed  plane,  which  had  just 
taken  off,  was  at  3,700  feet  alti- 
tude when  last  reported  and  the 
inbound  Pan  American  World 
Airways  jet  was  at  3,500  feet. 
These  heights  were  not  reported 
at  the  same  time,  however,  and 


officials  said  the  planes  appeared 
to  have  been  1,000-1,500  feet 
apart. 

NEVERTHELESS,  the  tran- 
script showed  this  exchange  be- 
tween the  jet  and  the  control 
tower  starting  44  seconds  after 
6:26  p.m.: 

Jet — “.  . . We  had  a close  miss 
here  . . . uh  . . . We’re  turning 
no^  to  . . . uh  . . . three  six  zero 
and  . . . uh  . . . did  you  have 
another  target  in  this  area  at  this 
same  spot  where  we  were  just  a 
minute  ago?” 

Tower — “.  . . about  the  time 
you  turned  over?” 

Jet — • “.  . . that’s  right.  South- 
bound.” 

Tower — “Uh  . . . affirmative, 
however,  not  on  my  scope  at  the 
present  time.” 

Jet — “ Is  he  still  on  the  scope,” 

Tower — “No,  sir.” 

Jet — “It  looked  like  he’s  in 
the  bay  then,  because  we  saw 
him.  He  looked  like  he  winged 
over  to  miss  us,  and  we  tried  to 
avoid  him  and  . us  . . . we  saw 
a bright  flash  about  one  minute 
later.”

two  seconds  left.

The  Universe  Sports  editor, 
Stan  Hodge,  comes  up  with  some 
pretty  wild  ideas  for  stories,  but 
then  he  wanted  someone  to  wres- 
tle Mac  Motokawa  and  still  be 
capable  of  writing  about  it. 

MANY  TIMES  had  I been  seat- 
ed  comfortably  in  the  green  seats 
of  the  fieldhouse  to  watch 
“Mighty  Mac”  demolish  his  foes 
on  the  wrestling  mat. 

But  the  view  I had  of  Mac  this 
time  was  better,  or  should  I say 
worse,  than  any  ringside  seat 
could  ever  be. 

W'E  WALKED  to  the  center  of 
the  mat  and  shook  each  other’s 
hand.  The  referee  blew  his  whis- 
tle and  signaled  for  the  clock  to 
start. 

Motokawa  advanced  toward  me 
like  a cougar  stalking  his  prey 
(and  believe  me,  I was  praying). 

HE  SHOT  for  my  legs  and  a 
split-second  later  I found  myself 
on  the  mat  in  some  unbelievable 
po.sition. 


The  squirming  really  started 
when-  I felt  my  shoulder  blades 
being  pressed  to  the  floor.  It  did 
not  last  much  longer.  The  ref’s 
hand  slapped  the  mat  and  the 
clock  was  stopped  with  only  a 
minute  and  forty  seconds  ticked 
away. 

AT  THAT  moment  I felt  like 
the  chairman  of  the  90-pound 
Weakling  Committee. 

It  was  no  disgrace,  however, 
to  be  pinned  by  Motokawa  be- 
cause Mac  pins  opponents  with 
amazing  consistency.  Out  of  the 
seven  men  he  has  faced  thi.<? 
year,  four  have  been  thwarted 
by  falls  and  the  other  three  were 
highly  outscored. 

MAC  IS  FROM  Tokyo,  Japan, 
a junior  and  a physical  educa- 
tion major. 

He  has  been  an  exceptional 


wrestler  for  BYU  the  past  three 
years.  Last  year  as  a Sophomore, 
he  lost  but  one  match  and  that 
"'as  in  the  final  round  of  the 
NCAA  championships.  In  his 
freshman  year  Mac  won  all  but 
two;  he  lost  one  and  tied  one. 


Mac  has  been  a leader  in  every 
way  for  the  Cougar  grappling 
squad  this  year.  He  has  led  the 
Fred  Davis  crew  to  its  impressive 
7-1  record  and  he  heads  the  list 
of  undefeated  Cougars  which,  also 
include  Mike  Young,  Dan  Groski, 
and  Darold  Henry.

THE  SCORE  WAS  tied  at  94 
all  w'ith  25  seconds  remaining. 
The  Cougars  brought  the  ball 
into  play  and  worked  for  one 
shot.  Gardner  saw  his  opening 
and  drove  in.  The  ball  burned 
the  net  and  that  was  all  he 
wrote. 

Neither  team  ever  had  com- 
plete command  of  the  game  al- 
though Wyoming  led  by  seven 
once  early  in  the  second  half  61- 
54,  and  the  Cougars  did  hold  a 
nine  point  lead  89-81. 

A GOOD  INDICATION  of  the 
State  of  affairs  can  be  seen  in 
the  fact  that  the  lead  changed 
hands  thirteen  times  and  the 
score  was  tied  on  six  more  oc- 
cassions. 

Flynn  Robinson  relinquished 
his  command  of  the  WAC  scoring  I 
lead  as  John  Fairchild  took  the  J 
top  spot  with  32  tallies.  Robin-  j 
son  remained  only  fractions  of  a i 
point  behind  scoring  25.  | 

THE  COWPOKES  relied  on  j 
their  scoring  giants  to  keep  them  I 
in  the  game.  In  addition  to  Robin-  j 
son,  Dick  Sherman  and  Leon ! 
Clark  scored  26.  BYU  once  again] 
relied  on  balanced  scoring  with 
Mike  Gardner  scoring  20,  Dick 
NemeJka  16,  and  Steve  Kramer 
11. 

The  Cowboys  great  spirit  was 
surpassed  only  by  the  rabid  fans. 
On  at  least  four  occassions  the 
referees  were  pelted  with  paper- 
wads  as  the  fans  disagreed  with 
their  decisions. 

EXAMINED  CLOSELY,  it 
seems  that  it  was  the  fine  foul 
shooting  of  the  Mountain  Cats 
that  finally  spelled  the  difference 
as  they  scored  on  22  of  29  at- 
tempts while  the  Pokes  dumped 
in  14  of  22  attempts. 

The  biggest  factor  holding  the 
Cowboys  in  the  game  was  out- 
standing control  of  both  back- 
boards.  They  pulled  45  rebounds 
in  the  first  half  compared  to 
BYU’s  23.  The  second  half  saw 
the  margin  cut  considerably  and 
BYU  took  a slight  edge  21  to  19 


in  that  department. 

A FA(  '1X>R  IN  THE  BYU  in- 
creased rebounding  was  the  ap- 
pearance of  6’11”  center  Craig 
Raymond  when  Fairchild  found 
himself  in  foul  trouble.  Tlie  in- 
creased rebounding  power  found 
by  the  Cougars  in  Raymond  may 
warrant  the  sacrifice  in  scoring 
potential  Saturday  night  as  the 
Cougars  face  New  Mexico  and 
find  control  of  the  backboards  es- 
sential. 

BYU’s  victory  moves  them  in- 
to a tie  with  Arizona  for  first 
place  in  the  WAC  race.  The  New 
Mexico  overtime-win  edging  Utah 
65-64  also  ties  them  for  the  spot.
